Give Liberally to It 
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Tho last service of the Centennial 
Celebration was a very fine one. The 
attendance was large notwithstanding 
the storm that threatened— an evi- 
dence of the general interest in the 
speakers and the occasion. Dr. Condlt 
opened by a presentation of the true 
grandeur of a church, the saving and 
training of men by the presence of 
God dwelling In the church. He told 
of his Intimate knowledge of the Mays- 
vllle church since his childhood. His 
father, the honored Rev. John H. Con- 
dlt of Washington had been a class- 
mate of Dr. Grundy at Princeton. He 
had come to this section six monntha 
before Dr. Orundy and for years their 
lives had been side by side and very 
intimate. They had known as house- 
hold talk of Dr. Grundy's trials and 
struggles growing out of his cour 
ageous nature which was always chal- 
lenging evil somewhere. He remem 
bored their often slipping down Sun- 
day evening when they had no ser- 
vice to attend the Maysville church. 
Dr. McClung too, who succeeded he 
remembered vividly. He described the 
re-appearance of Dr. McClung in 
Presbytery to aak reordlnation. The 
moderator had asked him to tell of the 
years when be bad been In darkness 
of doubt and retired from the ministry. 
As the impressive face and figure of 
Dr. McClung stood before them and he 
gave his account there was not a dry 
eye in the room. He said that In all 
his darkness he had never failed to 
pray at night — not being able to get 
away from the habit his mother 
taught him. Dr. Condlt's closing 
words were very fine and the Impres- 
sion made very great. 

Dr. Alderson, former pastor of this 
church said that three years ago he 
bad retired from a forty years minis 
try supposing the church would have 
no further need of hla grey hairs, but 
that his present charge In Topeka had 
been pressed upon him and he was 
having a delightful work. With the 
privileged familiarity of the circum 
stances surrounding him he told of his 
wife and her, continued usefulness In 
the work. Mrs. Alderson was always 
beloved and admired In this church, 
and there was general response to his 
tribute to her. Called out by the pas- 
tor he told how every one of his five 
living children Is now In charge of 
large, sometimes vast business enter- 
prises or married to prominent and 
useful men— a proof of the estimate 
and training of the minister's children 
Speaking of his work he waa carried 
on to tell of the great wealth of Kan 
sas, and the splendid prosperity that 
had came to it as a dry state. Closing 
he thanked God for what Improvement 
he saw In Maysvllle and urged that she 
keep the evil of alcohol out of her 
business. He said he had met scores 
of Kentuckians in Kansas who, had 
removed their famllities to avoid the 
temptations of liquor. In the total this 
had been a tremendous loss to Ken 
tucky. Dr. Alderson's bow still abides 
in strength and his beautiful voice de- 
lights his hearers as of old. 

The pastor Introduced Dr. Horace 
Wilson as our very own one who had 
been born and reared In thla church 
Dr. Wilson responded In a beautiful 
address on "Our debt to the Mother 
Church." He said he owed It to this 
dear old church, of which hla honored 
father's family was a part, for protec- 
tion from the destruction which had 
overtaken so many Maysvllle boys. He 
told of his fine work in Lansing, Mich, 
with Judges of the Court of Appeals 
and the Governor of the state sitting 
in his congregation. Recurring to his 
Maysville memories he described the 
scene when the veteran father of the 
pastor, Mr. James Barbour, had urged 
the church to decorate the beautiful 
auditorium in which they were then 
sitting, and how tastefully It had been 
done everybody kntw. 

Dr. Wilson aald he did not think the 
Maysville people appreciated this great 
church, judging by the way some seem 
ed to be tiring ot its services. He said 
that his people had just built a new 
church, but that whenever the Mays- 
vllle people were willing to trade he 
would like to exchange and put this 
handsome structure on their own lot. 

Dr. Wilson with earnestness and yet 
with a becoming delicacy urged the 
church not to be satisfied with the past 
but to fall Into the new methods and 
work ot this generation. He repeat- 
ed the testimony of one of their most 
distinguished judges to the power of 
the Bible In forming character. He 
said he had thought of thla when hear 
ing Judge Cochran's clear presentation 
of the true function of a church 
make character, and that everywhere 
the Men's Bible Classes are the means 
by wbleh the church was being 
aroused and made a power again 

Dr. Wilson's beautiful resonant voice 
and graceful easy poses and gestures 
together' with hla fine thought and 
earnest, at times eloquent manner 
make of him a splendid preacher. He 
Is always listened to with pride In his 
old town, and the faces of his hand- 
some wife and children are most wel- 
come anions us. 

The areat Centennial then closed 
with ?oneral greetings to our visitors 
and happy testimonies to the good the 
nclebratlon had done to.the church and 
the community.

Ik Aboard V. S. Steamer Sunk by 
(ierman Submarine on Last Satur- 
day-«. ft Wllklns From This 
City Among Crew. 

The Cincinnati Times-Star last night 
carried the following story: 

The name of Wllkjns does not ap- 
pear In either the city or county di- 
rectory. It Is said that he was home 
several weeks ago visiting his moth- 
er who lives in BaBtland. 

New York, June 19— There were two 
Ohloans and one Kentucklan In the 
crew of the Standard oil tank steamer 
John Dfl Archbold, which, it la an- 
nounced, was sunk by a German sub- 
marine last Saturday. The vessel was 
two days out from a French port and 
en route to the United States. 

The ship was armed and a gunner's 
crew from an American warship was 
on board. Three of the ship's crew 
were killed and two drowned. The 
names of three of the men are Jose 
l.orouzo, an oiler; Gregorla, a fire- 
man, and Domingo Lago, a wiper. 

The John D. Archbold was an Amer- 
ican steamship of 8,374 tons gross 
register, owned by the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey and built In 
1S14 at Newport News. Tht ship left 
here May 20 for Havre and Rouen, 
France, with cargo under the com- 
mand of Captain H. B. Thompson with 
a crew of 41 men, of whom twelve 
were Americans. 

The records of the U. S. commis- 
sioner of shipping here show the fol- 
lowing names among the crew whose 
American citizenship was claimed at 
the time of signing on.

KEEPING BIRTH RECORDS 




There one tiling every father and mother in Maysville ami 
Mason county \owe their children— a clean certificate of btytiright. 
Ever/ child, born in the world today is entitled to have its name 
corded in th/offiee of the State registrar of vital statistics over at 
Jdkfort. The father or mother arc possibly not to blame for those 
who now ft'umu shoulders with the world to lind that in many in 
stances a registered certificate of birth is of as great importance 
as a certificate of marriage. In days gone by the family Bible WW 
comrfdered uU-snfticient. And in those days people took other peo- 
ple's word for many things tlinl fail to go unquestioned now. 

Today it is different. The child born into the world now is en 
titled to have its name recorded in the big "Kentucky family bible" 
at the capital of tin- State. In fact, there is a law in the Slate of 
Kentucky that makes it mandatory upon the attending physician to 
register births. In Ohio there has been several instances wherein 
physicians have treated Ibis law lightly, and in several instances they 
have been called to account, with the result that at least two of them 
came dangerously near forfeiting their license to practice medicine. 

It is to be hoped Unit the physicians of Maysville and Mason 
county will look at this law in the light it deserves. Special agents- • 
of the United States census bureau are here now investigating to sec 
if all babies born are being promptly and properly registered. Birth 
registration is of vital interest to our welfare and the welfare of our 
country in coming years. Military conditions now arising show- 
plainly the need of a clean certificate of birth. The public demands 
it; the parents prefer it; the babies born arc entitled to it. and the 
Ledger sincerely hopes that every physician in Maysville and Mason 
county will not be lax in their duties now or at any future time. 



INFANTILE PARALYSIS EPIHEMIC 
OF 1916 REAPED TEBBI- 

HLE TOLL 

Now York, Juno 17— An official re- 
port of tkf lltlfl epidemic of Infantile 
paralysis, made public by tho Depart- 
ment of Health bars tonight hIiowciI 
that from June to November of that 
year there were 6,000 deaths from the 
disease In tho United States registra- 
tion and more lliun 27,000 casos, New 
York being the greatest sufferer. In 
the flvo years, 1910 to 1914, the United 
Stutes Census Bureau recorded only 
5,000 deaths. 

The report coverB thoroughly tho 
entire history of the disease from the 
time or its discovery by the German 
physicians. Heine, In 1840, up to the 
Studies of tho late epidemic, which in- 
dicated that (lie most" valunble means 
of diagnosis was the laboratory exam- 
ination of spinal Itnid. 

Serum treatment is referred to cau- 
tlnnnsly in the report, which says on 
the subject:

SITUATION 

New York, Juno 17— A statement 
that the grain transportation situation 
throughout the country shows marked | 
Improvement was authorized here to- 
night by Fairfax Harrison, Chairman 
of the Railroad War Board. 

Reports received from the twenty- 
three principal grain carrying roads, 
the statement says, show there is com- 
paratively little car shortage affecting 
grain movements and that there is vir- 
tually no disposition on the part of 
farmers or country elevators to hold 
back on shipment. 

The board's subcommittee on car 
service has been endeavoring to relieve 
the grain transportation situation. To 
learn what this committee had accom- 
plished and at the same time gather 



information for guidance in the 
board's plans to handle lh,e 1917 grain 
crop, inquiries were addressed recent 
ly to the grain carrying roads. A sum 
mary of the replies, the statement 
says, shows that the old grain can be 
moved before the new crop is ready, 
that few country elevators are full 
and that nearly every car ordered for 
grain is used to capacity for that pur- 
pose.

INTERESTING PAPER 



Itead by Mr. J. Foster Harbour at the 
Reception In the Centennial Cele- 
bration of the I'resbyterlan 
Church on Monthly Nhrhl. 

The following in the very Interesting 
paper read by Mr. J. Foster Darbour, 
President of the bank of Maysville, at 
the Centennial Celebration of the First 
Presbyterian Church in Maysville on 
Monday night: 

1 have been connected with this 
church for 65 yearB having entered Its 
Sabbath School In the summer of 1852 

My father moved to Maysville In 
1862 during the PaBtorate of Dr. K. C. 
Grundy. I deeply regret that A. Jun- 
uary Grundy, his - son, my life lung 
friend, has been prevented by ill 
health from attending this Centennial. 
He remembers the old church which 
was burned on the lot now occupied 
by the Opera House, anil he has a 
good memory and could give a most 
interesting account of the period, I 
am going to cover, and much more 
than 1 am able to do. Do not imagine 
1 am going lo attempt any real his- 
tory, simply a few general recollec- 
tions of the period principally, during 
the Pastorate of Dr. Grundy and up 
to the time of the Civil War. 

When we first came, the upper room 
was not completed and the congrega 
tlon worshiped in the lower room. The 
upper room was plastered by Mays- 
ville mechanics. I have always ad- 
mired the decoration in the center of 
the ceiling — the cornice around the 
.room and the columns and work hack 
of the pulpit. 

Tho congregations during this per 
iod were large. Everybody came to 
church — morning and night— a great 
many of the heads of families were 
not members of the church. They 
used to be jocularly referred to as 
"brothers-in-law of the church." 1 
remember more than half a dozen 
prominent citizens in this class — and 
I have been surprised that they were 
so punctual in attendance on the ser- 
vices with their families, when many 
of them were Club Men, Borne Liquor 
Dealers and all out of sympathy with 
Dr. Grundy's ideas. He was outspok- 
en in his denunciation of "dancing 
and wine and cards." 

His position on these subjects 
caused antagonism in the Community 
and on one occasion he was assault- 
ed In a very cowardly manner by a 
prominent man, not a member of his 
church for something he had said in 
the pulpit, which left scars on his 
face, which he wore as long as he 
lived. 

Dr. Grundy was aggressive, perfect- 
ly fearless and a warrior for any cause 
he espoused. The discipline in the 
church during this latter part of his 
pastorate, and I suppose during all of 
his pastorate, was very severe. I re- 
member one instance when my sympa- 
thies were aroused for a woman who 
was present, when her husband's ex- 
pulsion from the church was an- 
nounced to the congregation. The 
member who was expelled, was the 
brother-in-law of the pastor who read 
the edict.

The church was largest in numbers 
and Influence in this community in the 
decade between 1850 and 1860. 

During this time a number of thing* 
transpired which made times very 
hard and made it difficult to raise 
the money for the completion of the 
church and meeting expenses. The ef- 
forts of the community to build two 
railroads— one the Maysville & Lex- 
ington and the other the Maysville & 
Big Sandy— were disastrous failures, 
leaving the whole community strand- 
ed. Property shrank to nearly noth- 
ing. The city was prostrated with a 
heavy debt. To give an idea of this: 
The whole taxable wealth of the city 
was $800,000 and the debt $240,000, 
about thirty per cent, liability. Now 
the assessment is between four and 
five millions and the debt less than 
$100,000, about 2'^ per cent. The col- 
lapse of these enterprises was partly 
due to the strained condition of fi- 
nances in the^country which culmi- 
nated in the disastrous panic of 1857. 
This was soon followed by the Civil 
War. This will give a general idea of 
the business conditions during thai 
time. 

Then there was an enterprise di- 
rectly connected with this church 
which did not break down until a later 
day, but when it did, it broke up a 
number of the prominent men of the 
church. 

I refer to the Union Coal & Oil Com- 
pany — a company that owned exten- 
sive Cannel Coal Mines in West Vir- 
ginia and manufactured illuminating 
and lubricating oils from the coal. 

The discovery of Petroleum ruined 
their business, which was very profit' 
able. 

There were no i ich men in the con- 
gregation. Men who la,ter accumu- 
lated fortunes were in moderate cir- 
cumstances. 

1 have heard it said that Dr. Grundy 
Came to Maysville with $20,000 in 
money, a large sum at that time. He 
invested this money In building a 
handsome residence and in a number 
of houses to rent in tlte West End— 
and In the 20 years he lived In .Mays- 
ville, between the cost of living and 
the decline in property, he parted 
w ith it all. 

This splendid house of worship was 
built In these trying times and under 
these untoward conditions by a con- 
gregation poor in purse but rich in 
spirit— and stunds at this day a monu- 
ment to their fidelity to the Master 
and their recognition of their duty to 
our Heavenly Father. 

Soon after the War the division In 
the church not only was a calamity 
to this congregation, but to the proud 
prestige of Hresbyterianism all over 
the State. 

When Dr. Grundy accepted a call 
to Memphis, Tenn., and resigned his 
charge here, the congregation very 
unanimously tendered a call to Dr. 
John A. McClung. 

He had been reared In this county- 
had been a practicing lawyer here. He 
had at one time become clouded In 
his religious beliefs and had written 
a novel which gained wide circulation 
which gave expression to bis doubts. 
When he recovered from these doubts 
he was distressed over the circulation 
of the book and I have heard spent 
a large sum of money in buying up the 
copies and destroying them. 

He was a man of distinguished in- 
tellect—greatly admired. He was a 
nephew of Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall— his mother being the sister of

the Chief Justice, and he married a 
sister of the distinguished Confeder- 
ate General Albert 8ldney Johnson, 
the Confederate Leader who lost his 
life at Shlloh. General Johnson as 
many know, was a native of MaBon 
county. It was a source of delight 
to the congregation when he accepted 
the call, and the short time that he 
lived In MnyBville his congregations 
were always large, many outsiders 
attending the services. 

He was a man of striking appear- 
ance — tall and lithe — a great walker 
—had a swinging gait and demeanor 
as he walked that Indicated a man 
who was engrossed with mind prob- 
lems. 

He never wrote his sermons, but 
spoke with an elegance and freedom 
and ability that commanded atten- 
tion. His sermonB were never long 
and so exact was he that he never 
went beyond his set time even if his 
discourse had not been completed. 

He had a habit of frequently bathing 
in the River — and on the occasion of 
one of his vacations he went into the 
River below Buffalo, too near the 
Falls over which he was carried. His 
body was recovered and brought back 
and his funeral was held from this 
church. Dr. John M. Worrall con- 
ducting the services, assisted by Mr 
George W. Coons and Hev. Henry M 
Scudder. His death was a blow to the 
church and his untimely end was much 
deplored by the whole community. 

This brings to mind the frequent 
visits of Dr. John M. Worrall to this 
congregation In which he conducted 
a great- many meetings. He was for 
many years the pastor of the Coving 
ton I'resbyterion Church. He was a 
man of attractive personality — genial 
Countenance — a mellow voice — a tint 
pulpit orator — persuasive and kindly 
in his appeals and many laurels were 
added to his crown in his ministra- 
tions In this congregation. He 
uus a favorite here, both as a 
:nun and as a preacher. He made 
my father's house his heudquartera in 
many of his engagements. 1 remem- 
ber how he hud to nurse his throat 
and how my mother, who was an ex- 
pert in brewing egg-nogu", frequently 
tiad a glass at his plate at the morn- 
ing meal — a more agreeablo medica- 
tion, than is usually administered to 
the preachers for their ailments in 
these prohibition times. 

The officers of the church in this 
period were as the officers of the 
ohureh are now, and have been during 
the two-thirds of a century in which 
I have known their personnel— men 
ol character and standing in the com- 
munity and loyal to this church. It 
would be impossible to even give an 
outline of thoto men. 

My own father during his entire 
Ufa was prominent in the Counsels of 
the church, active in the Sunday 
Si liool hero and at the Chapel — had 
tor years and years a Bible Class Sun- 
day afternoon which was largely at- 
tended by all ages — attended the 
Church Courts regularly and told me 
in his last days that he looked back 
on his work in the Sabbath School 
■villi more pleasuro than anything in 
trig life. 

Andrew M. January, an Elder elect- 
ed shortly after we came to Maysville 
in 1852, was the financial bulwark of 
the congregation (as his descendants 
are today the main stay of this con- 
gregation.) Always at his place in 
tho church and prayer-meetings as 
leng as his health permitted, a man of 
indefatigable energy and generous to 
a fault to the church, and public-spir- 
ited in all matters of city and county 
—and charitable in his gifts. 

I heard Mr. Mike Ryan say that he 
never knew a subscription of any 
character in which the name of An- 
drew, M. January did not appear and 
always for more than anyone else. I 
remember when at the Chapel they 
were raising the money to pay off the 
debt an enterprising man, Mr/ M. J. 
Chase, recently come to the town and 
particularly interested in the Fifth 
Ward announced his subscription a 
little more than Mr. January bad 
given, when Mr. January heard It, be 
promptly advanced his own subscrip- 
tion retaining his pre-eminence as the 
largest giver for all causes. 

His son-ln-Iaw, Mr. Robert A. Coch- 
ran, was recognized as one of the 
leading spirits and counsellors. He 
was regular in attendance, generous 
in contributions and took special In- 
terest in all the affairs of the church, 
conducting for a long time a class of 
boys In the Sabbath School. 

I could refer to other members of 
the Eldership more specifically, but 
my paper is already too long. Jacob 
W. Rand, William W. Rlcbeson, 
Charles B. Coons, Judge Lewis Col- 
lins, Joslah Wilson and Will Huston, 
whom I never knew, and many others 
deserve to be mentioned In any his- 
tory of the church. The Brothers, 
John and Geo. W. Coons, were often- 
In the pulpit. Mr. George Coons was 
a standby and at times occupied the 
pulpit as stated supply. They were 
brothers of Charles B. Coons and of 
Mrs. Samuel L. Blaine, the mother of 
John E. Blaine, present with us to- 
day, a woman of great force of char- 
acter and energy and devoted to this 
church and all its Interests and a val- 
ued teacher In the Sabbath School. 

I will add the name of another good 
woman, Mrs. Charles B. Ryan, for 
whom an East Indian girl who had 
been selected by the foreign mission- 
aries was named-Martha Ryan. This 
girl was a ward of our Sabbath School 
—the school for many years contribut- 
ing to her support $2S a year. I 
knew what became of her. 

I could speak of scons of others, 
the llrodrU ks, the BtliiilU women, th"

The choir In my boyhood days was 
a grcut feature, as it has always been 

In this congregation. 
Mr. Mike Ryan, as he was always 

known by everybody, was loader. lie 
had a flno baritone voice. It used to 
be said of him he could whistle two 
parts uf a tuno at the same time. 

Miss Lucy Rand and Miss lladdlc 
January, afterward Mrs. R. A. Coch- 
ran, Mr. Rand and the oldor Soatons 
and later tho Sharpcs and younger 
Seutons and the sisters of Mrs. John 
Seaton, the Arthur girls, as wo all 
knew them, Miss Charlotte I'eors and 
many others, not forgetting Miss Lucy 
Cox, now tlie venerable Mrs. Lucy M. 
Keith,, were members of the choir at 
that time, while the organ, the old 
sweet Instrument which it was thought 
could not be surpassed which had 
beeu in the fire at the old church and 
had been carefully taken down and 
carried out by ,tlie loving hands of 
the members— the dear old instrument 
still doing service in the Presbyterian 
Church at Flemlngsburg, was the Joy 
of the congregation for many, many 
years. 

Mr. Geo. W. Blatterman was the 
organist and his playing was greatly 
admired. I remember bis improvised 
interludes. It was a matter of sincere 
r.'gret when he removed to Chicago. 

In another presence I might speak 
of the choir at later dates. 

My friends, Mr. and Mrs. John E. 
Maine, who are with us today, were 
for many years members — and the 
wife of Dr. Alderson, who expected to 
be here at this Centennial, came to 
this congregation as a bride— and was 
universally beloved in and out of this 
church— was In the choir during the 
entire pastorate of her husband. Her 
sweet voice was heard both In this 
building and at the Chapel in inspir- 
ing anthems and hymns — to the de- 
light of the congregation. 

Dr. Hays' daughters were the chief 
factors in the choir after he came to 
Maysville up to the date of the clos- 
ing of Hayswood Seminary. There 
are members in the congregation who 
remember the choir during this per- 
iod, so I will defer to the wishes of 
two of the members of Dr. Hays' fam- 
ily who are present and make no spe- 
cial mention. 

I recall many others who have pass- 
ed to the great beyond whose voices 
and souls are making melody in the 
oavenly choir and watching and 
waiting for the loved ones left behind. 

The Maysville Seminary, a combined 
male and female academy of very 
high standing was closely identified 
with the church, both principals, 
Jacob W. Rand and W. W. Rlchesou, be- 
ing officers. In the school the girls and 
boys were in different rooms. In some 
of the classes the girls and boys were 
together, each of the principals teach- 
ing these mixed classes— which were 
called to one or the other room. Mr. 
Rand had the girl boarders with a few 
boys, while Mr. Richeson had a num- 
ber of boys boarding with him at Rose- 
niont 

Mr. Rand's boarders and family oc- 
cupied seats in the church where the 
organ now stands on the Court street 
side of the pulpit, while the January 
and Schultz families had the pews on 
the other side. A part of the exer- 
cises of the school was to have the 
pupils take down the Sunday morn- 
ing sermon. When the whole school 
assembled for prayers on Monday 
morning, these transcripts were read. 
It was a good exercise enforcing the 
attention of the pupils and fastening 
the sermons In their minds. 

This school was an institution wide- 
ly known and had a large circle of dis- 
tinguished graduates among its Alu- 
mni—including General U. S. Grant, 
Hon. W. H. Wadsworth, Hon. E. C. 
Phister, Dr. Thomas E. Pickett and 
scores of others. 

I have a vivid recollection of all the 
church members during all these 
years— many interesting characters, 
grand men, noble women, who have 
had successful lives in all the profes- 
sions and avocations of life and I 
could recount many reminiscences, in- 
teresting to me, but I have taken up 
enough of your time.
